Md. Court of Appeals Sustains 
Judgment in News Review Suit 

A unanimous Maryland Court of Appeals on Friday, May 2, 
affirmed the $17,500 libel judgment awarded local developer 
Charles S. Bresler against the Greenbelt News Review in a Janu¬ 
ary 1968 Prince Georges Circuit Court jury verdict._ 
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The latest candidate to an¬ 
nounce is Lee Buchanan, 2-^C 
Eastway. He now joins the five 
incumbents — Charles Schwan, 
John O'Reilly, James W. Smith 
(Greenhill Rd.), Norman WeyeL 
and Josephine Seay and six other 
announced hopefuls: Dorn Kirk 
Rrasfiekt, Aram Beloian, David 
Lange, Lee Shields, Norman 
Charles, and Alexander Chavrid. 

Biographies of the candidates 
appear on an inside page of this 
issue. All openings are for two- 
year terms. 

Also to be elected is a 3-member 
audit committee for 1-year terms. 
Candidates are Janet James 
Thomas White, Milton Hoffman, 
Robert Lauber, and James Foster. 
The first two are incumbents. 

A nominations and elections 
committee consisting of 5 mem¬ 
bers will be elected for a l-year 
term through nominations from 
the floor at the Wednesday night 
meeting. 

Voting for candidates is by sec¬ 
ret ballot, with each member 
asked to vote for as many choices 
as there are vacancies. The can¬ 
didates getting the highest num¬ 
ber of votes are declared win¬ 
ners. Unlike city selections, no 
previous registration is needed to 
vote. All GHI members of record 
as of April 23, 1969 are eligible to 
vote. Each family is entitled to 
only one ballot and voting card. 

By-laws changes 

In addition to the elections, the 
membership will have before it 
by law changes. The amendments 
for the most part are intended to 
bring the by-laws into conformity 
with corporation policies and 
practices that have developed 
over the years and to clarify pro¬ 
visions that have produced con¬ 
fusion. 

Similar by-laws proposed at 
last year's annual membership 
meeting were tabled after char¬ 
ges that the by-laws were de¬ 
veloped in secrecy and that the 
membership had not been given 
sufficient explanation of the rea¬ 
sons for the changes. 

This year the by-laws were pro¬ 
posed by a committee of non¬ 
board members and a full expla¬ 
nation of the changes were mail¬ 
ed to the (membership. 

Among the major by-law 
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changes are: 

(1) Clarification of powers of 
GHI board; (2) clarification of 
rights of those whose member¬ 
ship is being considered for ter¬ 
mination for cause; (3) clarifica¬ 
tion as to when a newly-elected 
nominations and elections com¬ 
mittee assumes office; (4) authori¬ 
zation to invest funds in Trea¬ 
sury obligations; (5) clarifica¬ 
tion of the order of business at 
annual and special membership 
meetings; (6) clarification of pro¬ 
cedures when a quorum is not 
present; (7) new procedures for 
filling board vacancies when more 
than four occur at one time; (8) 
clarification of provisions regard¬ 
ing membership approval when 
monthly operating payments are 
scheduled to increase by 10 per¬ 
cent or more. 

Also, there is a by-law proposal 
that the board not be empowered 
to enter into new fields of business 
enterprise, without prior approval 
of the membership at a mem¬ 
bership meeting. 

A two-thirds vote of the mem¬ 
bership present is required for 
approval of by-law changes. 

Attendance of five percent of 
the membership or about 75 per¬ 
sons is required for the conduct of 
official business. Four door prizes 
of $25 each will be awarded at 
the Wednesday evening meeting. 
Members must be present to be 
eligible.

Because of the lag between 
new construction growth and re¬ 
venues resulting therefrom, cur¬ 
rent revenues are reflecting more 
the banner year of 1967, which 
saw the greatest growth in the 
city's history, than 1968, which 
saw less growth than any of the 
five previous years. Giese warned 
of the likelihood that next year 
the tax rate will have to be in¬ 
creased, since expenditures will 
be increasing more rapidly than 
revenues. 

Among the factors cited by 
Giese for the latter situation 
were: 

(1) Need to expand services 
to meet the needs of an increased 
population resulting from the 
rapid growth of previous years. 

(2) Rapid infiationary trends, 
particularly in salary and wage 
expense. 

(3) Increased debt service ex¬ 
penses due to the newly authoriz¬ 
ed $950,000 bond issue. 

(4) Increased costs to meet citi¬ 
zen demands for the performance 
of higher levels of service. 

$957300 Budget 

The proposed budget provides 
for total expenditures during fis¬ 
cal year 1970 of $957,300. This re¬ 
presents an increase of $142,200 
over the 1969 fiscal year appro¬ 
priation of $815,100—an increase 
of 17 percent These expenditures 
will be financed from anticipated 
revenues and a surplus of $74,000 
realized from the past fiscal year 
and expected for the current fiscal 
year. 

The proposed budget requires 
the collection of $422,050 in real 
and personal property taxes for 
the 1970 fiscal year. Each $4,960 in 
expenditures accounts for one 
cent on the tax rate. 

The city council has scheduled 
its first budget review meeting 
for this Monday, May 12. The 
budget must be adopted by June 
la A public meeting date has yet 
to be set. 

Major Expenditure Items 

The major items contributing to 
the net increase of $142,200 in 
the budget are as as follows: 

(1) $53,000 for across-the-board 
salary increases in order to bring 
city salaries more in line with

those of other jurisdictions. 

(2) $36,000 for payment of nine 
months’ interest on the $950,000 
General Obligation bonds. 

(3) About $20,700 in additional 
expenditures for expansion of 
public works crew. 

(4) About $32,000 in additional 
expenditures for three extra po¬ 
lice officers, together with new 
equipment including an additio¬ 
nal squad car and tape recorder 
system. Approximately one-third 
of police expenditures are reim¬ 
bursed in the next succeeding 
fiscal year as a State grant for 
improved police protection. 

(5) $17,800 in increased pension 
contributions and insurance costs 
over last year’s appropriation. 

Offsetting these increases to 
some extent are certain capital 
improvement items that are no 
longer budgeted for or are bud¬ 
geted at much smaller amounts 
in next year’s budget These in¬ 
clude improvements and furnish¬ 
ings in the Municipal Service 
Building, renovation of the Green-

Zoning Approved For Auto 
Repair Center At Co-op 

The county commissioners, sit¬ 
ting as the District Council, ap¬ 
proved on Wednesday, May 7, a 
special zoning exception for an 
automobile repair center at the 
Co-op Gas Station on Southway 
Road, but with certain restric¬ 
tions. 

These restrictions had been pro¬ 
posed by the city council and 
were based o n the recomenda- 
tions of the city's Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board. They included (1) 
adequate sight fencing of approx¬ 
imately 6 feet high; (2) planting 
of shrubs and trees, particularly 
on the slopes that lead away from 
the property; and (3) limitation 
on the types of vehicles stored 
in the fenced-in area. 

At last Monday’s council meet¬ 
ing, councilman Bill Hoff voted 
against the special exception since 
he felt that GCS had in the past 
failed to live up to its promise of 
keeping the area from becoming 
unsightly. 


zoning one tract of land at higher 
density in exchange for making 
available at an acceptable price 
another property for a senior high 
school site. 

The appellant News Review had 
argued that the word “blackmail” 
was an expression of opinion used 
in a non-criminal, colloquial sense 
to mean the exercise of pressure, 
but Judge Wilson K. Barnes, who 
wrote the opinion for the five- 
man Court of Appeals, said that 
the intended meaning was for the 
jury to determine. “The charging 
of Mr. Bresler with having com¬ 
mitted blackmail could be found 
by the jury (as it was) that he 
was charged with the commis¬ 
sion of a ciime," he said. 

Judge Barnes rejected the appel¬ 
lant’s argument that the “black¬ 
mail" articles were constitutionally 
protected because they were accur- 
rate reports of what was said dur¬ 
ing official public meetings of the 
Greenbelt city council regarding a 
public proposal of great interest to 
the community. The court ruled 
that the Federal constitutional pro¬ 
tection provided by the New York 
Times rule did not apply since 
there was “credible evidence" from 
which the jury could find that the 
newspaper published the articles 
with actual knowledge of the fal¬ 
sity of the charge of the commis¬ 
sion of the crime of blackmaiL 

(The New York Times rule pre¬ 
cludes recovery in libel suits by 
public officials and public figures 
except where they can prove that 
a false and defamatory statement 
was made with knowledge that it 
was false or with reckless disre¬ 
gard of whether it was false or 
not.) 

“Nothing at the public meeting," 
Judge Barnes said, “justified the 
charge that Bresler had committed 
blackmaiL" 

Other Charge 

Another charge in the suit was & 
published statement that a group 
of homeowners had “started legal 
proceedings against Bresler for fail¬ 
ure to make construction correc¬ 
tions in accordance with county 
standards," 

The judge characterized this 
statement as “false". He found 
that the failure of the newspaper 
to check either court records or 
with Mr. Bresler personally could 
be justified by the jury as amount¬ 
ing to “a reckless disregard of the 
truth." The News Review had ar¬ 
gued that the statement was based 
on information obtained from 15 to 
20 homeowners following a CFPG 
meeting and that the failure to 
check records at most indicated 
negligence, which is constitutional¬ 
ly insufficient under the New York 
Times rule to establish "actual 
malice.” 

The court concluded that “there 
were sufficient facts to indicate to 
the jury an affirmative hostility, a 
personal animus against Bresler and 
a desire on the part of the publish¬ 
ers of the News Review to injure 
his reputation and standing in the 
Greenbelt area through the use of 
false charges." The Court of Ap¬ 
peals also found no prejudicial er¬ 
ror in the rulings and charge of 
the trial court. 

An appeal to the U. S. Supreme 
Court is being considered by the 
News Review.

$957,300 Budget Presented to Council 
No Increase in Tax Rate Proposed

A municipal city budget for 1969-70 proposing no increase in 
the property tax rate was submitted by city manager James K. 
Giese to city council on Monday, May 5. This was made possible, 
Giese said, by the existence from the previous fiscal year and the 
expectation from the present fiscal year of substantial surplus funds 
due primarily to revenues exceeding estimates. Without the surplus, 
he added, the fiscal year 1970 budget would be unbalanced and it 
would be necessary to increase the tax rate by 15 cents. The 
present tax rate is $0.85 per $100 of assessed valuation.

GHI Bylaw Amendments 

Letter to the Editor: 

A year ago, the GHI board of 
directors presented a set of pro¬ 
posed by-law amendments to the 
membership at the annual meet¬ 
ing, They were presented without 
written explanation and without 
sufficient material for the mem¬ 
bers to determine the context. 
The membership tabled the pro¬ 
posals. 

A new By-Laws Committee was 
appointed, composed of Bruce 
Bowman, Chairman, Matthew Am- 
berg, David Lange, and Thomas 
White. None of the four are cur¬ 
rently GHI board members, con¬ 
trary to a report in last week’s 
News Review. The committee de¬ 
cided to present full explanations 
and complete text for those sec¬ 
tions being amended. Its recom¬ 
mendations were presented at 
two special meetings of the board 
and dagreement was achieved on 
nearly all of the proposals. It 
was hoped that this agreement 
and the manner of presentation 
would greatly reduce the usual 
amount of highly detailed argu¬ 
ments at the annual meetings. 

Unfortunately the material sent 
to the membership by the board 
in advance of this year's annual 
meeting fails again to meet an 
acceptable standard. The text 
considered desirable by the com¬ 
mittee has been omitted in three 
sections and two other sets of 
amendments have no explanation 
at all. Moreover, the material 
has numerous errors. Many are 
simply words which were capital¬ 
ized by the typist but several 
words have been changed and an 
entire phrase is missing in one 
instance. A list of the errors will 
be sent to the President of GHI 
prior to the meeting. While many 
of the errors are trivial, the by¬ 
law amendments which are ap¬ 
proved by the membership must 
be precisely correct. Unfortun¬ 
ately, the carlessness of prepar¬ 
ation means that the member¬ 
ship will have to be concerned 
with the fine details of the lang¬ 
uage as well as the content of 
the proposed amendments.

Shortly after dawn, on the 
morning of Wednesday, April 2, 
1969, a Greenbelt councilman was 
photographing the latest landslide 
at Beltway Plaza. Throughout the 
day he was initiating action to 
solve this problem, and was other- 
Avise involved in the complex and 
often frustrating affairs of our 
community. At 4:30 a.m. the fol¬ 
lowing morning, Thursday, April 
3, after only a few hours sleep, 
the same councilman was one of 
the jmany homeless from the 
apartment fires of that dreadful 
day. 

Notwithstanding his own shock 
and exhaustion, he provided 
breakfast for the firemen and 
then on behalf, not of himself, but 
of his fellow victims, sought 
shelter and housing, arranged for 
transportation, located volunteers, 
found and made donation of food, 
secured clothing donation, and 
engaged in the physical tasks of 
loading, transporting and unload¬ 
ing these same donations. Early 
the next morning he collapsed. He 
was in the hospital three weeks, 
and his council salary for that 
period was contributed to the 
disaster relief fund. 

Now he is back with us, and 
we can all be proud of our friend, 
this quiet, dedicated man, Leo 
Gerton.

belt Shopping Center Mall, re¬ 
construction of tennis courts, re¬ 
novation of softball fields, and 
lake dredging. 

Among the major capital im¬ 
provement projects proposed for 
fiscal year 1970 are: 

(1) Start of a street renova¬ 
tion program in the north end of 
the city, with Laurel Hill road 
north of Ridge being the first 
section. Bad curbs and gutters 
will be replaced or added, 
shoulders constructed, and side¬ 
walks replaced where neded. 

(2) The start of a new street 
resurfacing program with portion 
of Edmonston Road and Crescent 
Road being given first priority. 

(3) The development of the bay 
end of the lake park based upon 
a professionally prepared deve¬ 
lopment plan which will include 
the 3.3 acres recently received. 

(4) The color surfacing of the 
tennis courts. 

(5) Installation of flashing yel¬ 
low school zone signs for each 
of the four elementary schols. 

(6) Construction of a driveway 
on the west side of the fire sta¬ 
tion and final surfacing of the 
new addition to the rear parking 
lot. 

(7) Acquisition of a new traffic 
line painting program and new 
equipment for the parks crew. 

(8) Recovering the gyjn ceiling 
in the Youth Center. 

Other new items in the budget 
include: 

(1) The addition of a part-time 
Community Director for better re¬ 
creation programming in Spring- 
hill Lake; (2) Upgrading of street 
lighting on Crescent Road bet¬ 
ween Lakeside Drive and Kenil¬ 
worth Ave; (3) A trailer to be 
used as a depository for trash by 
those persons not wishing to wait 
for a special trash pickup; (4) A 
maintenance program for the city 
cemetery; and (5) Beautification 
program for city entrances.
